VANCOUVER (CP) — Stu¬ 
dents at strife-ridden Simon 
Fraser University Friday voted 
down a proposal that they boy¬ 
cott classes in a bid to force 
changes in the university's ad¬ 
ministrative practices. 

The result was seen as a blow 
to militant student elements mi 
the campus, which has been the 
scene of controversy almost 
from the day it opened in Sep¬ 
tember, 1965. 

Student leaders announced the 
result at a mass meeting of stu¬ 
dents about two hours after 
polls closed. The vote was 2,428 
to 1 , 1*1 against tbs proposal for 
a voluntary boycott of classes. 

A total of 3,613 students, two- 
(hinds of the enrolment, cast 
ballots In the vote, which stu¬ 
dent leaders termed a strike 
vote. There were four spoiled 
ballots.

The Hanoi delegation Friday 
night accused the U.S. of new 
bombing attacks in North Viet¬ 
nam and demanded an end to 
what It called "acts of war.” 

A North Vietnamese official 
said U.S. aircraft attacked vil¬ 
lages Thursday in the province 
of Quang Binh. It was the third 
consecutive day of such attacks, 
he said. 

Explosive and fragmentation 
bombs were dropped on four vil¬ 
lages and hamlets, he said. One 
erf the villages named is about 
44 miles north erf the 17th paral¬ 
lel. 

"We protest against these 
acts of war, and demand that 
they be stopped,’*' the official 
told reporters.

T HE PUBLIC, INCREASINGLY Impatient with uni- 
ventty sit-ins, teach-ins and ah the rest of the 
time-consuming campus convulsions, would be inter¬ 
ested to hear by what devious reasoning the student 
militants at Simon Fraser, or anywhere else, assume 
they have a right to strike. 

They have the right to boycott, no doubt, for that 
Is a matter for individual decision. There used to be a 
nils, of course, that an undergraduate was obliged to 
attend a given number of lectures or automatically fail 
his term. 

In these permissive days, no doubt, he can escape 
such discipline. 

But on what grounds, It may be asked, doe* any 
student group assume the right to strike a university, 
form picket lines and thereby prevent instruction for 
those who want It? By what right does even a 
majority, In these circumstances, dare to dictate to 
classmates? This is a distortion of democracy. 

Students who are dissatisfied with the rules of the 
university, with the curriculum or the instruction, are 
not obliged to submit to them. They have the right to 
protest and to pursue reforms by discussion with the 
administration. 

But they do not have the right to attempt to win 
their point by coercion, by threat or by ultimatum. 
That is what they are doing, or trying to do, at Simon 
FraAW. 

And if they cannot win the adjustments they 
desire by negotiation, there is nothing to prevent their 
choosing some other seat of learning — if learning is 
their object. 

It is increasingly evident, however, that for many 
of the campus politicians a formal education is the last 
thing that interests them. They are there to embarrass 
the administration and disrupt the normal procedures, 
and no matter if they accomplished all their current 
aims, they would find new excuses for protest and 
revolt 

They might well adopt for their own that old 
McGill song, rendered on more boisterous occasions, 
and which clolrtd: 

. . It was not for knowledge 
“That we came to college 
“But to raise hell all the year.” 

A publicly-supported university Is not the place 
for such people. Let them desist or let them depart, so 
that the serious students can get on with the business 
of learning and the authority with the responsibility of 
instruction.

management Job of Air Canada, a position which for 
same 20 years had been held by Gordon R. McGregor 
and which fell vacant on his retirement last May. 

That the choice of his successors was based on 
political considerations there can be little doubt, for 
though all Air Canada’s top-level appointments are 
made by its board of directors, the government in fact 
makes the selection and then passes its nominations to 
the board for formal action. 

Both Prime Minister Pierre Trudeau and 
Transport Minister Paul Hellyer were closely Involved 
In reaching the final decision which, among other 
things, completely ignored the former president’s 
recommendation that he be succeeded by Air Canada’s 
executive-vice-president H. W. Seagrlm, whom Mr. 
McGregor had personally spent his last four years in 
office preparing for the job.

"Dear Mr. Chesnut: For several 
weeks now I have had a number of 
■mail Mack flies Hying around my 
bouseplant*. I haven't seen them 
actualy ON the plants, but they seem 
to stay dose to them afl the time. 
Occasionally one wfli alight on the 
windowpane where I can squash him, 
but they move very quickly. What are 
these flying insects? How did they get 
in the bouse? Are they haitning my 
plants, and how do I get rid of them?''

Killing the wkiK flying Insects is only 
haft the job, of course, for toe Htfle 
white wrigglers in the anti will 
eventually mature into another genera¬ 
tion of flying adults. About the quickest 
and best way to deal with these larvae 
is to water the plants with chterdane 
water, or with diazinon at ehe same 
emulsion, one teaspoonful per quart of 
water, or with diazinon at the same 
rate. 

If you don’t have chtordane or 
diazinon handy, you might try an old- 
time home refriedy known aa tobacco 
tea.

Gnats can enter the house in many 
ways. Hie eggs may have been In the 
soil when you potted your plants, or in 
the manure that was mixed with the 
aofl. Or toe flies could have came in on 
out flowers, fruit or vegetables. 

Hie adult flying insects can be killed 
any time you see them by spraying 
them with any of the modem aerosol 
bug bombs. Before using an aerosol 
spray, though, read toe label carefully 
and make sure it is one recommended 
for use on plants; there are some bug 
bombs formulated only for use against 
houseflies, mosquitos and toe like, and 
these oil-based sprays should never be 
used near plants. 

Don't expect one single spraying to 
do the job, either, for each insect has 
to come In actual contact with the 
Bpray before k is killed. This means

The new mandatory suspension of driver* licences on 
first conviction for impaired driving will come into effect 
throughout B.C. at midnight tonight. Attorney General Leslie 
Peterson announced Friday. 

He announced earlier this week that the motor vehicle 
branch had been requested to establish the new policy of 
mandatory suspension for a minimum period of one month. 


Mr. Peterson emphasized this would be a complete sus¬ 
pension which would not allow the person to drive for bus¬ 
iness purposes only or to drive during certain hours of the 
day. 

The one month suspension could be followed, he added, 
by a further suspension under the motor yehicle branch 
driver improvement program in case^ where a review of the 
driving record Indicate! previous driving'infractions. *
